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This Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement ("IDS") is being filed to provide 
the Office with references cited by the Defendants in the litigation entitled "Medrad, Inc. v. 
Tyco Healthcare Group LP, Mallinckrodt, Inc., Liebel-Flarsheim Co., and Nemoto Kyorindo 
Co., Ltd.," which is pending before the United States District Court for the Western District 
of Pennsylvania and bears Docket No. 01-1997-DEZ. The litigation concerns the accused 
infringement by the Defendants of United States Patent No. Re. 37,602 ("the '602 Patent") 
and United States Patent No. 5,808,203 ("the '203 Patent"). (Hereinafter, the case will be 
referred to as "the '602 Litigation.")

As discussed in thT^Sipplemental Information Disclosure Statement filed on 
September 30, 2002, so that the Office may more readily understand the documents appended 
hereto, the Applicants respectfully point out that the '602 patent is a reissue patent of United 
States Reissue Patent No. 36,648 ("the '648 patent"). The '648 patent is a reissue of United 
States Patent No. 5,494,036 ("the '036 patent"). The '036 patent issued on February 27, 
1996. The '648 patent issued on April 11, 2000. The '602 patent issued on March 26, 2002. 
As a result, the '602 Patent is related to the instant patent application. 

In the '602 Litigation, the Defendants have asserted several defenses to the charge of 
infringement of the '602 patent. Among them, the Defendants have alleged that the claims of 
the '203 and '602 Patents are invalid. To support this defense, the Defendants have cited a 
wideyvariety of references, all of which are listed on the PTO-1449 that is attached to this 
IDS, if not previously cited to the Office. 

To assist the Office with an understanding of the defenses raised by the Defendants 
in the '602 Litigation, the Applicants attach hereto a copy of (1) DEFENDANTS', TYCO 
HEALTHCARE GROUP LP'S, MALLINCKRODT INC.'S, AND LIEBEL-FLARSHEEVI 
COMPANY'S, RESPONSE TO PLAINTIFF MEDRAD'S FIRST SET OF

HEALTHCARE GROUP LP'S, MALLINCKRODT INC.'S, AND LIEBEL-FLARSHEEVI 
COMPANY'S, SUPPLEMENTAL RESPONSE TO PLAINTIFF MEDRAD'S FIRST SET 
OF INTERROGATORIES (NOS. 1-5) (Exhibit B), and (3) DEFENDANTS', TYCO 
HEALTHCARE GROUP LP, MALLINCKRODT INC., AND LIEBEL-FLARSHEEVI CO., 
SECOND SUPPLEMENTAL RESPONSE TO PLAESfTIFF'S, MEDRAD, INC, FIRST SET 
OF nsJTERROGATORIES (NOS. 1-5) (Exhibit C). In addition, the Applicants supply a 
copy of (4) DEFENDANTS', TYCO HEALTHCARE GROUP LP'S, MALLINCKRODT 
INC.'S, AND LIEBEL-FLARSHEEVI COMPANY'S, RESPONSE TO PLAINTIFF

MEDRAD' S SECOND SET OF INTERROGATORIES (NO. 6) (Exhibit E); (6) 
DEFENDANTS 5 , TYCO HEALTHCARE GROUP LP, MALLINCKRODT INC., AND 
LIEBEL-FLARSHEIM CO., SECOND SUPPLEMENTAL RESPONSE TO PLAINTIFF'S, 
MEDRAD, INC., SECOND SET OF INTERROGATORIES (NO. 6) (Exhibit F); and (7) 
DEFENDANTS', TYCO HEALTHCARE GROUP LP, MALLINCKRODT INC., AND 
LIEBEL-FLARSHEIM CO., THIRD SUPPLEMENTAL RESPONSE TO PLAINTIFF'S, 
MEDRAD, INC., SECOND SET OF INTERROGATORIES (NO. 6) (Exhibit G). These 
seven responses outline the grounds on which the Defendants rely to assert that claims of the 
'203 and/or 6 602 Patents are invalid either for anticipation of for obviousness. 

The Applicants respectfully submit that the materiality of the references appended 
hereto is based solely on the assertions by the Defendants in the '602 Litigation. The 
Applicants are submitting the references because they are being asserted against related 
patents owned by Medrad, the assignee of the instant application. By supplying the 
references, the Applicants are making no assertion, expressly or implicitly, that the claims of 
the instant application are either anticipated or rendered obvious by those references. 

The Applicants respectfully point out that one of the references, Echo MR Injector 
Operator's Manual (MAL-PIT-0033332-003361), has been listed on the attached PTO-1449 
but a copy of the reference is not provided with this IDS . At present, the Applicants are 
prohibited from supplying a copy of the reference to the Office, because the reference is 
subject to the Protective Order in the '602 Litigation. However, to fully discharge their Duty 
of Candor under 37 C.F.R. § 1.56, the Applicants list the reference on page 1 of the PTO- 
1449 attached hereto. So that the Examiner may identify this particular reference on the 
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PTO-1449, the reference is highlighted in bold italics and an explanatory parenthetical is 
provided. By listing the reference on the PTO-1449, the Applicants believe that they have 
complied fully with 37 C.F.R. § 1.56 and have not violated any court order(s) in doing so. 
Should the reference be made publicly available before issuance of this application as a 
Reissue Patent, the Applicants will endeavor to supply a copy to the Examiner so that the 
reference may be considered by the Office. 

Finally, in connection with the reference listed on the PTO-1449 as "510(k) Number 
K873173 for the 'Medrad MRI Injection System'," the Applicants note that the 510(k) 
submission includes a number of separate documents, which the Applicants believe 
collectively comprise at least a part of the 510(k) submission to the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services ("DHHS"). Each of the documents are not listed separately on 
the attached PTO-1449. Instead, the documents that are supplied are listed below:

510(k) Summary dated January 19, 1996.
